They  must  be  w#U  fad  thres  or  four  time* 
a  day— th#  first  times*  sooa  after  day¬ 
break  as  may  be  possible  or  conrenieat, 
and  tbea  at  intervals  of  four  hours,  Bach 
meal  sltould  be  as  much  and  ao  mom  than 
they  cpn  eat  up  clean.  When  they  have 
done  feed  lag,  tha  hoof'd  should  be  wiped, 
and  tome  gravel  may  be  spread, 
them  to  thrift.  .

RAISING  BEANS. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Rural  Sett  York 
er  says :  “A  farmer  near  Brockport,  Mon 
oe  Co.,  N.  Y  ,  commenced,  some  13  year* 
tgo,  by  the  purchase  of  ttflv  acme  of  land 
It  h-bs  before  th*  rise  in  land,  and  he 
bought  tor  fifty  dollars  an  acre,  much  of  it 
being  considered  ot  interior  quality.  II* 
waa  in  debt  for  a  considerable  port  ef  the 
purchase  money.  He  planted  nearly  tbe 
wtiofa  of  his  faros,  the  first  year,  with 
beans.  The  war  made  aa  active  demand 
for  beans,  at  high  price*  ;  he  got  a  good 
crop  and  told  for  fat  to  $4.00  per  bushel 
Doing  ao  well  the  fiist  year,  he  repeated 
the  experiment;  bought  more  land,  until 
he  now  owns  909  acres.  Beaus  are  and 
have  been  hie  maia  though  not,  aa  at  first, 
hit  only  crop.  Two  years  ago  he  planted 
about  14fa  acres.  Tbe  planting  it  all  done 
by  a  machine  mode  especially  for  the  pur 
pose,  and  the  cultivating  fa  don#  by  hone 
labor.  He  hirae  the  beaae  pulled  by  the 
acre,  $3.50  being  the  usual  price.  Wo¬ 
man  and  children  do  much  ot  this  work, 
ind  as  it  fa  doa*  by  the  acre  there  is  no  dis¬ 
puting  as  to  how  much  each  laborer  earns. 
There  are  upe  and  downs  in  prices— low 
prices  being  the  rule  since  the  war— but 

Mr, - has  found  his  bean  crop  always 

a  profitable  one.  Iu  season*  when  beans 
are  injured  by  tha  weather,  be  furnishes  a 
great  amount  of  work  for  poor  people  in 
winter  ia  hand  picking  His  enormous  crop. 
His  example  ana  success  have  proved  con¬ 
tagious,  and  the  malt  is  that  beaa*  have 
been  grown  more  largely  within  six  or  ten 
milesof  Brockport  than  in  any  other  **c 
tlon  of  similar  size  in  the  world.  Many 
farmers  have  grown  rich  by  growing  them, 
and  during  th*  war  it  was  not  uncommon 
for  man  to  moke  the  value  oi  their  land 
fropt  a  tingle  ctop,  well  sold.”

Everybody  in  this  country  baa  beard  ul 
tbe  Five  Point#  hero  in  New  York.  It 
was,  a  few  year*  since,  tbe  vilest  hole  iu 
Not  lit  America,  *nd  eveu  now,  although 
vastly  improved,  it  it  fa  tx>t  by  any  mean* 
a  desirable  place  of  residence.  At  that 
time,  ouc  would  oougratuiate  liliuaelf  upou 
passing  through  there  without  bciug  uiur 
derad,  and  it  was  rarely  that  a  person  could 
carry  a  poebetbook  iu  safety  anywhere  in 
that  locality.  It  wo*  the  headquarter*  »f 
the  most  abandoned  prat  of  the  population, 
and  stranger*  seldoiucd  visttpd  it.  But 
little  lawfol  buaint-as  was  transi  ted  there, 
the  principal  occupation  of  the  inhabitant* 
being  begging  and  stealing.  Actuated  by 
the  beat  ot  motives,  a  number  ot  Cbriataius 
men  weut  dowu  to  ttw  UUhy,  |  wall  lent  Uuc 
luenl  houses,  aud  devoted  tbciumrlvc*  to  the 
navitig  the  souls  of  the  inhabitant*,  il 
great  work  of  cleauiug  thu  bodies  and 
was.  however,  a  fearful  undertaking  aud 
required  a  great  ooioiiut  of  time  aud  per¬ 
severance.

Water, 
Cherry,  Roosevelt.  Authany.  and  portion 
of  Pearl  streets,  besides  some  parts  of  New 
Bowery.  The  nam#  was  derived  as  is  will 
known,  from  the  intersection  of  five  thickly 
populated  streets,  sud  this  was  the  moat 
thickly  populated  portion  of  then)-  Right 
at  thi*  spot  there  i*  now  a  handsome  brick 
building,  live  stories  high,  occupied  by 
•tore*  and  office*.  Next  to  this  building 
there  fa  in  an  advanced  state  ot  construc¬ 
tion,  a  small  triangular  publiu  Park.  It 
will  be  enclosed  aud  contain*  two  good 
sized  fountain*,  which  might  farther  bene¬ 
fit  the  neighborhood,  if  they  coaid  be  made 
toplay  carbolic  acid,  instead  ot  aqueduct 
water.  Aero**  the  ttreel  from  thi-  Park, 
in  #tartling  contrast  to  it,  is  another  Irian 
gular  piece  of  land.  It  is  occupied,  how 
ever,  in  a  somewhat  different  inanntr,  lieing 
covered  by  five  or  ail  rickety  old  frame 
tenement  hrfti*et,  the  backs  and  side*  of 
which  wercrecently  exposed  to  view  by 
the  opening  of  a  new  street.  Ot  these  new 
streets  there  arc  a  large  number, and  where¬ 
ver  one  is  opened  it  docs  a  great  deal  to¬ 
ward  clearing  -ul  tne  people  who  were  living 
on  its  Hue.  When  thus  driven  away,  they 
nerally  go  tarlher  up  town,  scattering 
about,  instead  of  swarming  together  as  pre¬ 
viously.  By  continuing  to  open  streets 
and  baild  warehouses  and  stores  upon 
them,  the  neighborhood  will,  in  a  very  few 
years,  become  one  of  the  business  centres 
of  this  city.  On  Worth  street,  and  just 
opposite  the  Park  mentioned  above,  is  s 
noble  wofk  of  Charity. 

This  is  the  Five  Points  House  of  indus¬ 
try.  The  building,  which  is  ot  pressed 
brick,  is  situated  at  No.  133  Worth  alrecl, 
formerly  Anthrmy  street.  When  founded, 
it  waa  right  in  the  heart  of  the  Five  Points, 
but  by  the  removal  ot  must  of  its  old  asso¬ 
ciates,  it  is  now  in  a  comparatively  decent 
neighborhood.  On’y  to  the  rear  ot  it,  are 
to  be  found  some  of  the  old-time,  well 
known  dens  iniquity  and  filth.  The 
House  of  Industry  was  established  about 
the  year  1657.  A’,  that  time,  and  even 

since,  it  bos  been  endeavoring  to  gather 
together  tbe  children  of  the  neigh liorhood 
and  instruct  them  free  of  cost,  in  the  ways 
of  wisdom  and  religion.  The  prospeos 
weya  to  at  all  encouraging  at  first, 
the  efforts  of  the  superintendents  and  mis¬ 
sionaries  were  rather  saccessfui.  But  at 
lost  some  few  children  began  to  come  and 
the  number  graduuilv  and  steadily  increas¬ 
ed,  until  there  are  at  present  about  four 
hundred  inmates.  Of  those,  there  are  two 
classes — the  day  scholars  and  what  might 
be  called  the  boar J  -r*.  The  sciiol  ir-r 

go  there  every  morning— >r!i.-n  they  want 

to— at  nine  o'ejm  ^  s„d  »t*y  till  *l>out 
three  m  tho  afternoon.  At  twelve 

they  go  >n  ranks  to  the  dining¬ 
room  hall,  where  they  are  furnished  with 
a  plain  but  hearty  dinner.  The  boar.l/r> 
go  home  only  when  taken  by  the  parents, 
At  two  o'clock  Sunday  alternoon*  they 
attend  Sunday  school,  and  at  three  o'clock, 
a  children’s  service,  in  Calvary  Chapel, 
which  is  connected  with  this  Institution. 
During  the  p»st  year  it  has  Sheltered  over 
1.160  persons,  hesfurnishsd  400, Otto  meals, 
and  given  away  some  -VOOo  artwiea  ot 
clot  lung.  It  is  the  cuat<>tn  to  give  a  meal 
on  Thanksgiving  day  to  all  who  request 
one.  Last  year  soqtb  fourteen  hundred 
applicanU  were  supplied  with  food.

A  a  specimen  bf  cellar  life : 

In  a  aide  street  live*  a  family  consisting 
ot  hu-bmd  and  wife  and  two  or  three 
children.  The  cellar  in  which  they  live 
contain*  But  two  rooms, one  in  trout  and 
a  sitiaUpr  n  le  in  the  rear.  The  front  one 
doe*  receive  a  single  ray  of  light  from 
the  *wS«i<te,  and  is  illumlniated  only  by 
one  oil  lamp.  The  lamp  smokes  badly,  and 
i  there  is  no  ventilation  at  all,  She  odor 
i*  very  oppressive.  Tire  buck  room  bos  a 
a  cellar  door  and  a  little  window  opening 
into  a  court  yard,  surrounded  by  high 
buildings.  The  woman  said  that  since 
she  moved  there,  about  a  year  ago.  she  ho* 
not  been  well  once,  end  lor  •  month  past 
the  p‘>nr  thing  has  b'ea  confined  to  e  ho* 
pit*).  While  she  we*  away  from  home  he 
children  did  eot  attend  the  day  school  at 
tke  House  of  Industry,  as  they  ehould  have 
done,  bet  spent  ell  tUtyr  time  playing  in 
the  court  yard  and  afreets.  In  e  few 
year*,  this  women's  case,  instead  of  being 
the  rule  will  be  an  exceptionable  one. 
Three  nr  four  year*  since  it  wot  a  common 
thing  to  find  families  thu*  huddled  logCth 
er  in  sub  cellar,  where  the  light  of  day 
never  reached  them,  but  ‘.here  ere  few  sorb 
cease  now.
